the fact that Mr. Crawford has been 
identified with an uncounted number 
of local entertainments for more than 
three decades. 


Dan Roichard of Irwindale recall 


ed that the driest year he had ever 
known in the valley was in 1877 
and told how he and his neighbors 
hauled water in barrels from thi 
San Gabriel canyon. '' Uncle'' Thorn 
as F. Griswold, the patriarch, of them 
all, was introduced, but did no' 
fcjyak, and 'yJitnjaiq,',;

What's in a Name?— 


Azusa, in the California Indian nomenclature, means the 


place of the skunk, we are told. But skunks, in early days, 
were ji>?> as numerous in all of the foothill settlements. They 
came down out of the mountain area, and because the skunk 
has ever been of the opinion that he was wrongfully made a 
social outcast, insisted on mingling with the night life of the 
pioneers. 


La Puente means "The Bridge," but the only bridge in 


that region is at Bassett, several miles away, spanning the 
San Gabriel river. Perhaps that's where the town originated. 
Who knows, for sure ? 


San Dimas is said to be a corruption of St. Dicmas, named 


for one of the thieves crucified alongside of the Christ. It 
is said that the original Spanish owner; thus designated this 
part of his immense holdings because he didn't think much 
of it. That place now bears out the truism that "the first 
shall be last, and the last shall be first." 


Baldwin Park for many yeairs was known as the place 


where no man by the name of Baldwin had ever resided, and 
where there was no park.' There may be Baldwins there 
now, and the community is in a fair way to*acquire a beauti- 
ful park. "Lucky" Baldwin once owned the land, but his 
headquarters or ranch houses were never in that vicinity. 


Monrovia was named for Monroe, the subdivider, and 


Glendora, while by no means in1 a glen, was given £ name 
combined with that of the daughter of the original promoter, 
the story goes. Lordsburg, now La Verne, was named for the 
man who laid it out. Its present name signifies a place always 
green and prolific in verdure, it is understood, which, if true, 
comes nearer the point than some of the other names in the 
valley. 


One can get all kinds of explanations for the name, Co- 


vina, according to the vividness of the imagination. • But 
there are old-timers who say that the spot'looked as if it was 
shut in on all sides by the hills, forming a cove, and that the 
rest of the name was manufactured from the fact that the 
first plantings here were vines—wine grapes. The only legi- 
timate use of the word "cove," however, is where it is applied 
to an arm of the sea reaching inland. Perhaps the cove Who 
named it was trying to be facetious. 
•

Some of the streets in Covina were inevitably named after 


the early pioneers who were the most ajctive and potential, 
such as Hollenbeck and Badillo, the first toeing alamily that 
became very prominent in the history off Los Angeles, and 
' 
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was the crop that should be grown hereTand dropped quite 
a little money experimenting. But there does not seem to be 
any street named for Phillips, the actual subdivider, and pro- 
moter of Covina, altho the maps still speak of the subdivision 
as the Phillips tract. 


There are men and wpmen still alive and hearty who have 


been here since the first plow turned under the • sage'and 
sunflower plants, and who helped to bring the first irrigating 
water from the canyon. Some organization, perhaps the Co- 
vina .Men's club, may make a place for itself in the local hall 
of fame by compiling these fast-fading facts. The San Gab- 
riel valley has a history as interesting at least as that of any 
locality between the two North American oceans. 


Time to Wake Up— 


JPasadena's persistence in an attempt to acquire, store 


and divert water from the San Gabriel canyonJias progressed 
from an obsession to a mania. Unwise counsel has led that 
city into a situation where the citizens are being made the 
goat for a mass of legal quibbling that can only benefit law- 
yers, and arrive nowhere. 


-Any fair-minded individual must admit .that Pasadena's 


position is untenable. Analysis of the water situation in that 
canyon does not require special technical training to show 
that the water Pasadena seeks does not exist, and if this 
hypothetical water should be developed, it belongs, not to 
Pasadena, but to the users of water in the San Gabriel valley, 
who have stood ready to use it, and have had a definite need 
for it at all times. The water of the canyon is now appro- 
priated to its fullest extent under state law. Thex state has 
ruled that if any water is conserved above and over that 
amount appropriated, Pasadena may have the right to divert 
it. But such water is purely mythical. Thru attorneys and 
others, Pasadena has been led to believe something which 
is not true, and starting with a false premise, that city is 
getting nowhere. 


The flood control district cannot store water for them 


under the law. The state cannot grant them something that 
does not exist. The government can grant them a right to 
build a diversion dam, but the government cannot provide 
water for the dam. 


In the friendliest of spirit, we earnestly suggest that 


Pasadena turn its efforts to the development and conserva- 
tion of water in its own watershed, and in its own run-off 
area. According to repeated surveys, the water is obtainable. 
Surplus water for diversion purposes in the San Gabriel can- 
you is a dream that is on its way to become a nightmare with 
the Crown City people. They should get down to a practical 
and reasonable basis, and extricate themselves from an un- 
tenable position.

Sewer Outfall 


Needs Stressed 


by Col Wood 


Glendora Gleaner: The value and 


need of the metropolitan sewer was 
stressed last Monday at the noon 
meeting of the chamber of commerce 
by Col, Wood, secretary of the Co- 
vina chamber. 


The colonel pointed out the abso- 


lute need that Covina faces for a 
sewer outlet. 
They voted bonds 


some years ago and purchased 4.0 
acres of land for a sewer outlet. Be- 
fore they even opened the sewer they 
were compelled to stop by property 
owners in the vicinity and have nev- 
er 'been able to use it. They have 
been offered 
small manufacturing 


plants, but they would not come to 
a cesspool town. They are going to 
object to the people of Glendora and 
other hillside towns allowing their 
sewage to flow down into wells from 
which they get their drinking water. 
Col Wood said it was not honest nor 
right to expect them to act'.ept our 
sewage and he certainly is right. 
He asserted that all of the valley 
towns must have an outlet and hoped 
they would join in completing the 
proposed metropolitan sewer to the 
ocean as proposed. 


He spoke of the restrictions of the 


state board of health, which some 
time, and perhaps not very many 
years hence, will not allow further 
use of cesspools even in a city little 
in need of an outlet, as Glendora. 


He asked that the men in favor 


of the original plan make it a point 
to help carry the bond issue that 
will probably be put up this spring 
to complete' the original work in 
district No. 7. He cited the fact that 
the original estimate of 26 cents per 
hundred dollars of assessed valua- 
ion has been reduced to at least 20 
cents, owing to the increased valua- 
tion now in the district. He was 
given a vote of thanks for his 
straightforward showing of facts.

Writes Opinion 


on Smudging 


W, I. T. Hoover, writing in 


tht JM Verne Loader last -week, 
says of .ihe' smudge nuisance: 


I belioyo' there is « way to abate 


this nuisance and in the near future 
entirely tp eliminate it. Man's, in- 
ventive genius ought to be adequate 
to the solution of tnis problem. From 
my observation of the demonstra- 
tionsv at various places, including 
the Los Angeles county fair, that a 
very practical and almost smokeless 
heflter is invented, and is now in use 
in many of our orange and lemon 
groves. But the best of them is 
similar to the former kerosene lamp; 
that is, if it was not properly cared 
for, it would ghse off a great deal 
of smoke.' 


Now, 
this fs my remedy in part, 


at least: The citrus grower who ben- 
efits directly by heating his grove 
should employ, if need be, enough 
additional help in order to keep prop- 
erly adjusted the heaters While burn- 
ing and to tboroly clean them the 
next day. This method will give the 
heaters a chance to function to the 
best of which they are capable. It 
will certainly eliminate a very con- 
siderable part of the objectionable 
sni6ke_ and soot. It might be well 
to insist -upon using a better grade 
of oil. 


Now, why 'should each citrus grow- 


er who heats his grove and derives 
the direct benefit from heating, forte 
this nuisance upon the helpless, the 
sick, and those, engaged in-many 
other lines of honest business to the 
extent he has been when .a very 
large proportion of the "smudge" 
can be avoided? The additional ex- 
pense to the grower is nominal, but 
to the thousands of people it is a 
riiuelt greater expense to clean up the 
residences, stores, clothing, etc., to1 
say nothing about the additional 
laundry bills, physical and mental 
discomfort and suffering. Since there 
are practically smokeless heaters 
and nmny are in the LaVerne and 
adjoining districts, it is but reason- 
able that the public demand these 
heaters be kept clean and properly 
regulated while in use, and that the 
citrus grower bear the additional ex- 
pense, if there be such, of thus car- 
ing for his heaters. 


We all need to plan how we may 


save our citrus fruits and at the 
same time eliminate this man-made 
evil. If the above method is not 
feasible or there is a better way, 
let me know it. I am certain the 
public press will be only too glad to 
disseminate '• 'any information that 
will aid us to save our citrus fruits, 
keep our' fiit valley uneontaminat- 
ed, save th^ public untold thousands 
oiT-aollifrs tt"fcleari up" aftNer a 'siege 
of "smudge;" conserve our-health 
end piece ojf mind.

I dam, he points out, a stand which is 
' completely upheld by all engineers. 
The storage and conservation fea- 
tures of the San Gabriel dam relate 
only to the retention of water after 
the rainy season, and the spreading 
and storing in the lower basin after 
the water has been released from 
the dam* 


Pasadean has not established any, 


rights to water in the San Gabriel 
canyon, the counsel pointed out. 
That city has been granted a right 
by the state division of water rights 
to store and divert a maximum of 
150,000 acre feet in five years, pro- 
viding, of course, that the water ex- 
ists, and has not been previously ap- 
propriated. Virtually all cities and 
communities of the San Gabriel val- 
ley are contesting Pasadena's claim. 
Since all water at the present time 
is now, and has been for many years, 
under 'complete appropriation, and 
since it is not the intention of the 
county to store water behind the 
dam for any purposes, any surplus 
water of a hypothetical nature, pro 
sumed to be developed by the dam, 
will not exist, and'Pasadena's filings 
arc therefore of no avail, it is de- 
clared. While great amounts of wa 
tor will be conserved and stored be- 
cause of the San Gabriel dam, it 
be stored or conserved in the lower 
basin, and will not be subject 'to 
filings or appropriation "by any save 
those who lift it to the surface with' 
in the valley proper. 


PINE CANYON SITE 


Simultaneous with the announce 


ment of this opinion, a statement hat 
come-from, the .general land office 01 
the federal government that Pasa 
deiia's permit to store water in 600 
acres of land at what is known as 
the Pine canyon damsite has been 
granted. In granting this permit 
William Spry, land pfSce commission- 
er of Washington, D. C., dismissed 
the protests of Long Bea'ch, Whittier 
and the San Gabriel Valley Protec- 
tive association. 
The protestants 


have thirty days in which to appeal. 


The Pine canyon site would be in- 


dependent of the San_Gabriel dam, 
but would continue to interfere with 
the functions of the San Gabriel 
dam in storing and spreading waters 
in the lower basin, it is pointed out 
by the protestants. It would catch 
the water released by the San Ga- 
briel dam, and divert i4 to Pasadena. 
Ownership, for purposes of diversion, 
of a minimum of 30,000 acre feet per 
year would, in many years, cause 
the diversion of the entire output 
of the big dam, leaving nothing to 
bo spread or stored in the gravels 
of the lower canyon. Tlie canyon, 
in many years, does not produce 30,-! 
000 acre feet as the entire annual 
flow of the river.

Consolidated 
Schools Declared 


Disastrous Plan 


(Los Angeles Examiner) 


There is a bill before .the legisla- 


ture—assembly 459V-which proposes 
to change the entire public, school 
picture in California by doing away 
with the small school, and forming 
districts, not one of which shall have 
less than 1500 pupils. 


This bill, drawn by the educational 


commir.siott of the California Tax- 
payers' association, would not leave 
to present school districts aay free- 
dom of choice in the matter. The 
abandonment of their schools would 
be mandatory.' They must combine 
with enough adjacent districts to 
make up what is called a "county 
unit," ^vith an average daily attend 
aivce of at. least 1500. 


This proposal should be defeated. 
It should be defeated because it 


would strike at every fundamental 
which has built up such wonderful 
schools thruout California. The in- 
terest and activity of the parents in 
local districts have been a tremen- 
dous intangible asset and must be 
maintained. 


Instead of the nearby school, con- 


venient and intimate, its problems 
nnd needs known to the surrounding 
neighborhood, the parents in close 
and constant touch with the progress 
of their •children,, there •sre'jld be a 
'' center of education,'' necessarily 
remote from most of the pupils, to 
which they would be taken in buses. 


That would mean the surrender of 


autonomy as to school affairs by the 
communities. The right of self-gov- 
ernment in this respect is «one that 
,the people in all sections of Califor- 
nia have jealously guarded. 
Per- 


haps some of the present educational 
results do not measure up to certain 
modern pedagogic standards, but if 
there is anything sacrificed in that 
respect it is more than made up in 
the preservation of forms and prin- 
ciples of democracy, which are most 
effectively represented by our schools 
as now constituted. 


It is in the country districts that 


the people are in especially close con- 
tact with their schools. And it is the 
country districts that would be hit 
by this scheme. Already these coun- 
try districts have been heard from 
thru their newspapers. They are 
unanimously against the proposal. 
And they are right. They should not 
be asked to give up institutions that 
are almost as sacred to them as their 
houses of worship.
